mission will comprise W. D. King, 
deputy minister of trade and industry 
Chairman, Vernon Pearson of Edmon- 
ton and P. M. Sauder, Supt. of the W. 
I. D. Strathmore, 

Wide authority is given the board 
under terms of the Power Commission 
Act, passed at the last session of the 
legislature. It is empowered to man- 
ufacture and distribute power, devel- 
op waterpower, purchase properties 
for manufacture and distribution of 
power, or expropriate lands used or 
suitable for use, for generation or dis- 
tribution of power Provision is made 
for compensation to owners in case 
of expropriatin. 

A vote of $10,000 for needs of the 
commission this year is provided fo 
in the act.

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@ Water and Unemployment— 

Delivery has been deferred until 
1945 on 100,000,000 pounds of alumin- 
um sold to the United States, accord- 
ing to arrangements made between 
the Aluminum Company of Canada, 
Ltd. and the War. Production Board 
of the United States in co-operation 
with the Department of Munitions 
and Supply, Ottawa. This tonnage is 
about 20 per cent of the amount con- 
tracted for 1944. 

Unfortunately, due to an unusual 

deficiency of water power to run the 
generator turbines at sufficient out- 
put, a still greater cut-back in produc- 
tion has been forced upon the Com- 
pany at both Anrvide and Shawinigan 
Falls with the consequent necessity 
of laying off numerous employees. 
Actually the summer of 1943 was a 
very dry one in the Lake St. John 
watershed; likewise the Trains lasu 
fall and snowfall last winter yere sub- 
stantially below normal. Hence, the 
Company was obliged to draw upon 
the storage all through the fall as 
well as all through the winter. 
@ Senator W. A. Buchanan of Leth- 
bridge stated at Ottawa that he could 
not recall a year when crop prospects 
in Western Canada were as poor a8 
they are for the coming season. He 
said poor crop prospects resulted 
from absence of rainfall last autumn, 
lack of snow during the winter, and 
light spring rains. 

The field crops branch of the Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture sug- 
gests that farmers of this province 
should maintain flax acreage where- 
ever possible. It states that although 
in many parts of the province a defic- 
iency of soil moisture may appear dis- 
couraging, in the past some of the 
highest yielding flax crops grown in 
Alberta were planted under similar 
conditions. Flax is needed not only 
as a source of vegetable oils but to 
supply high protein feeds which are 
at present in great demand.

Mr. D. McKay, Agent for the Can- 
ada Ingot Iron Co. discussed a num 
ber of questions with the Council. A 
Court of Revision was held on motion 
of J. M. Wheatley. 


School Boundary Conference 
at Calgary— 

Councillor Wheatley reported that 
he had attended this conference as 
authorized. The Conference was un- 
animous that there was no need of 
any change in the Boundaries of Bow 
Valley School Division No. 43. The 
Minister intimated that the boundar- 
ies of this district and neighboring 
districts would be left as they are. 

On motion of Messers Wheatley, 
McArthur and Jackson By-law No. 21 
was given a third reading and passed 
viz. that a penalty of 5% on tax ar- 
rears, commencing with April Ist., 
1945 and each succeeding year. 

By-law 32 placing a tax of 3 mills 
on the dollar for Social Service Tax 
was passed. 


The purchase of a Power controlled 
Blade Grader at $2400.00 was passed. 

Grants of $50.00 to the Institute for 
the Blind and $10.00 for the Strath- 
more School Fair Association were 
made. A grant of $5000.00 from the 
Dept. of Public Works for road con- 
struction the same to be paid 100% 
in Treasury Orders. 

This $5000 is to be supplemented by 
$5000 from Municipality. Certain 
road divisions were named for dragg- 
ing and new work. 

On motion of J. A. McArthur six 
drums of sodium chlorate will be pur- 
chased from the Dept. of Agriculture. 

Philip Sidam and Ernest 8S. Naylor 
were appointed Weed Inspectors. 

J. M. Wheatley moved that W. E.
